Seven of the Arab world’s nine major 
oil-producing nations have uncondition­ 
ally lifted their five-month-old oil em­ 
bargo against the United States, Saudi 
Arabian Oil Minister Ahmed Zaki Ya­ 
mani said today. 
Libya and Syria refused to go along. 
“ Seven countries have lifted the em­ 
bargo unconditionally. Libya and Syria 
will not lift the em bargo,” Yamani told 
newsmen after a meeting of the Orga­ 
nization of Arab Petroleum Exporting 
Countries. 
The nations lifting the embargo are 
Abu 
Dhabi, 
Algeria, 
Bahrein, Egypt, 
Kuwait, Qatar, 
and Saudi Arabia, Ya- 
mini said. 
The ОЛРЕС is made up of the nine 
nations plus Iran, which had never ob­ 
served the embargo. 
The action followed talks today after 
an inconclusive meeting Sunday 
at 
which the oil m inisters could not agree. 
Egypt and Saudi Arabia had proposed 
the ban be scrapped in repayment of

New rules told 


for hot 
water units 


Home hot water heaters must be in­ 
stalled 18 inches above the floor level 
when replaced, a City of Lompoc build­ 
ing department official ordered today. 
Previous 
codes did not require this. 
The official, Bill Cruse, issued his 
terse order in the wake of two recent 
garage fires which were blamed on the 
ignition of gasoline fumes by the pilot 
lights on hot water heaters. 
Lompoc Fire Chief Doug Spickard said 
in a release Friday: “ Most garages have 
a bomb in them. 
Gasoline is the ex­ 
plosive and a gas pilot light is the 
detonator.” 
He said “ A recent accidental fire in 
Lompoc underscored this hazard when 
a closed two gallon gasoline can was ov­ 
erturned and in seconds fire engulfed 
the entire garage. An eleven year old 
girl barely escaped injury.” 
That incident occurred a week ago. 
Yesterday, a sim ilar incident occurred 
at 328 North Z St., according to fire of­ 
ficials. A motorcycle and other proper­ 
ty was damaged when the pilot light from 
a hot water heater ignited in the garage 
of Tom Heidrick. The fire burned out 
and was discovered hours later. 
Spickard said gasoline vapors are 
heavier than air, and thus fall to 
the 
floor when gasoline is spilled. 
Pilot 
lights and burners are at the bottom of 
hot water heaters.

FCI escape 


attempt ends 


in fusi llade 


Richard 
A. Clifton, 26, a convicted 
bank robber serving a 10 year sen­ 
tence, was back in his cell this morning 
at the Federal Correctional Institution 
following a futile escape attempt during 
which 22 rounds of ammunition were 
fired. 
Clifton attempted his escape at 6:58 
a.m. today by cutting a metal frame 
from a window in his cell on the third 
floor. He attempted to climb out of the 
cell employing 
a homemade towel-type 
rope. The rope broke and Clifton fell 
to the ground. He then ran to the south­ 
west corner of the institution grounds 
and climbed over both fences. 
As he 
was going over the second 
fence, he was observed by tower guards 
who began a cross fire. He made his way 
approximately 20 feet from the 
fence 
and hit the dirt. Two officers ran out­ 
side from the front of the institution and 
apprehended him. He was taken without 
resistance. 
Clifton was not injured in the cross­ 
fire but received cuts on his arms in 
his attempt to climb the fence. He also 
reportedly had the wind knocked out of 
him from the fall to the ground.

WASHINGTON (UPI) - White House 
strategists say President Nixon has em­ 
barked on a two-pronged Watergate de­ 
fense by taking his case to the Ameri­ 
can people and toughening his stand 
against congressional impeachment pro­ 
ceedings. 
The President and his surrogates are 
“ going public” in a big way to promote 
Nixon’s point of view that complete co­ 
operation with the House Judiciary Com­ 
m ittee’s demands for tapes and docu­ 
ments would lead to “ destruction of 
the presidency.” 
Nixon tomorrow will carry his cam­ 
paign to Houston, Tex., where he will 
appear before the National Association 
o f Broadcasters in a nationally televised 
question and answer session at 9 p.m. 
EDT. 
In pursuit of public support, he ap­ 
peared before business leaders in Chi­ 
cago and Southerners in Nashville, Tenn., 
last week. 
His advisers also have fanned out to 
blast what they see as the com mittee’s 
“ fishing expedition” for White House 
files and to prod the panel into stating 
its definition of an impeachable offense. 
The White House has declined to give the 
com m ittee 42 tapes it is seeking, al­ 
though it has made available to the com­ 
mittee material it previously gave the 
Watergate prosecutors. 
White House advisors have expressed 
satisfaction with the results of their 
public relations campaign in its early 
stages. The goal is to persuade the pub­ 
lic of Nixon’s innocence of any partici­ 
pation in Watergate - related allegations 
and to build pressure on Congress to 
win a rapid resolution of the problem. 


WASHINGTON (UPI) - Federal Judge 
John J. Sirica today ordered that a secret 
grand jury report on President Nixon’s 
handling of Watergate be given the House 
Judiciary Committee studying Nixon’s 
impeachment. 
Sirica stayed the order for two days 
for appeal by lawyers representing sev­ 
en former Nixon aides indicted earlier 
this month for conspiracy in the Water­ 
gate cover-up. 
In agreeing with the grand jury that 
the com mittee must have the informa­ 
tion, Sirica said it was ‘incredible” to 
suggest that grand jury matters could 
be used in police inquiries “ and yet be 
unavailable to the House of Represen­ 
tatives in a proceeding of so great im­ 
port as an impeachment investigation.” 
The secret report, according to sourc­ 
es close to the investigation, contains 
material amassed by the grand jury which 
bears on Nixon’s handling of the scandal. 
It has been reported that the special 
Watergate prosecutor’s office believes 
the Constitution does not permit asitting 
president to be indicted, and that this 
b elief was reflected in the grand jury 
decision to issue its secret report. 
The committee had requested the sec­ 
ret report so it can use whatever evi­ 
dence the grand jury had uncovered in its 
inquiry into whether Nixon has been in­ 
volved in impeachable offenses. 
The 
White 
House did not contest Sirica’s 
right to turn the material over to the 
com m ittee. 
Sirica’s 22-page ruling said that the two 
questions 
he 
had 
considered 
were: 
“ Whether the grand jury has power to 
make reports and recommendations,” ; 


and “ whether the court has power to 
disclose such reports, and if so, to what 
extent.” 
Sirica, 
who reaches mandatory re­ 
tirement age on his 70th birthday Tues­ 
day, will be replaced as Chief Judge of 
U.S. District Court by Judge George L. 
Hart, Jr. Wednesday. 
Hart, 68, is expected to divide the 
crush of expected Watergate cases equal­ 
ly among the 15 judges remaining on the 
court. Hart will have to step down as 
chief judge when he reaches age 70 in 
15 months. 
In other developments: 
-R ep. John B. Anderson, R-Ill, chair­ 
man of the House Republican Confer­ 
ence, sided with the Judiciary Commit­ 
tee, 
against the President, 
Sunday, 
saying the White House should give the 
committee 42 tapes it has requested. 
“ ...I think the committee should be given 
that information,” he said in a broad­ 
cast interview (NBC) Meet the Press. 
He rejected the White House view that 
the committee request is a “ fishing ex­ 
pedition.” 
-Anderson also said the President 
has become a Republican “ liability” in 
many parts of the country. “ A majority 
of candidates will concentrate on con­ 
ducting independent campaigns,” he said. 
-R ep. Jerome R. Waldie, D-Calif., a 
member of the Judiciary Committee, said 
he believes the President may delibera­ 
tely seek a contempt fight with the House 
over his refusal to produce the 42 tapes 
rather than a showdown on the issues of 
the case. “ He can’t confront the issue 
on facts because the facts are incrimi­ 
nating,” said Waldie. 


Local teacher salary 


negotiations under way

Trustees of Lompoc Unified School 
District have formally acknowledged re­ 
ceipt of salary demands from teachers 
and classified personnel after initial 
challenges on the administration’s esti­ 
mate of the costs. 
Teachers Norman 
Larson and Eri­ 
ca Hedlund questioned 
som e of the 
administration’s 
figures 
showing the 
salary 
demands will cost more than 
$6.5 million above current budget fig­ 
ures. 
Mrs. Hedlund questioned the estimate 
of “ no cost” which some administration 
source had attached to an item dealing 
with the question of salaries, facilities 
and staffing to satisfy questions of ath­ 
letic 
discrimination 
issues; while 
Larson questioned a whole series 
of 
cost estim ates such as those for basic 
pay proposals, for summer school sal­ 
ary costs and for the amounts of money 
the administration says will be needed 
to reduce the ratio , of students 
to 
teachers. 
Larson was rebuked by teacher Dar­ 
rell Adams who rose to announce that 


the questions being raised would be the 
subject of private negotiation between 
the Certificated 
Employe Council and 
the administration. Adams is president 
of the nine-member CEC; Larson is a 
member representing the Lompoc Fed­ 
eration of Teachers. Eight of the com­ 
pliment 
come from Lompoc Education 
Association. 
The trustees approved the participation 
in a county schools program on educa­ 
tion master planning, after hearing ob­ 
jections from trustee Richard 
K. Ja­ 
coby. Jacoby finally cast his vote in 
favor of the action after noting that the 
district would have to pay the costs 
of 10 of the 15 local educators who had 
been recommended for the 
program 
and at the same time lose the services 
of the educators while they are away 
from the district. 
In other action the trustees noted that 
the 
administration 
was 
studying the 
question 
of 
financing non-league ath­ 
letic events in the face of the energy 
shortage. 
It had been noted that some 
field trips would be curtailed because of 
a cutback of fuel allotments, while non­ 
league trips continued. 


M ills predicts Nixon will 


leave office by November 


WASHINGTON (UPI) - Rep. Wilbur 
M ills, D-Ark., says President 
Nixon 
will be out of office by November and, 
if he wants immunity from prosecution, 
he must resign rather than await im­ 
peachment. 
“ I would be glad to sponsor and try 
to pass 
legislation 
that 
gave Nixon 
complete immunity 
from prosecution 
when once he was out of office, if he 
makes the decision to resign,” Mills 
said in a televised interview CBS-TV — 
“ Face the Nation” Sunday. 
“ I didn’t include impeachment. 
I 
doubt that if he is impeached, the House 
would go along with such legislation.” 
Mills is vice chairman of the Joint 
Committee on Internal Revenue Taxar 
tion, which, at the President’s request, 
is investigating the legality of Nixon’s 
income tax returns for 1969-72. Mills 
predicted — as he has before — the re­ 
sults of that investigation, expected late 


this month or early next, would spark 
public outrage and Republican political 
pressure for Nixon’s resignation. 
“ Do you expect the President to be in 
office by the November congressional 
election?,” a questioner asked 
Mills 
Sunday. “ I do not.” 
“ By resignation, by impeachment?” 
“ One or the other, I do not know which 
at this tim e.”

U. S. Navy 
communications station at Lon­ 
donderry during aSt. Patrick’s 
Day dance early Sunday, took 
four petty officers hostage and 
attempted to break into the ar­ 
mory. 
Cmdr. Chester Murphy of 
New Philadelphia, Ohio, the 
base 
commander, said the 
raiders tried in vain to smash 
open the armory door with bolt 
cutters and an ax. 
Murphy said the gunmen kept 
one of the four petty officers 
hostage during their escape, 
but he managed to get away 
when they drove into a blind 
aLe". 
“ They apparently 
couldn’t 
find 
their 
way out 
so they 
abandoned the truck,” Murphy 
said. “ Our man used 
that 
moment to break away. As he 
ran the gunmen fired four shots 
but they missed and he

small town's sky 


GRACEHAM, Md. (UFH) - The 
400 residents of this tiny Maryland 
hamlet 
used to say the chief 
entertainment around Graceham 
was going to church on Sundays. 
Things changed a few months ago 
when an estimated 10 million birds 
came to roost in the nearby pine 
forest, and their daily flight created 
a scene some compared to the 
Hitchcock thriller, “ The Birds” 
Now townspeople are watching a 
new spectacle hundreds of tourists 
who are journeying here to see 
firsthand 
how 
the 
redwing 
blackbirds, starlings and grackles 
fly to their roost each evening and 
block out the sunset in a mass of 
flapping wings. 
“ It’s quite an attraction,” said 
F'rederick County 
Commissioner 
Donald L Lewis Sunday. “ We’ve 
had about 400 or 500 people in this 
weekend to see the bir(is.” 
State Police Sgt 
Harry Frost 
said, “ There have been some large 
crowds watching in the evening 
when all those birds come home to 
roost.” 


“ We have men checking the area 
to help out when things get tied up,” 
he said “ You’ve got to remember, 
Graceham is a small community. If 
they get even 50 cars up there, it’s 
something unu.sual for them” 
One woman resident complained 
that her home had become a public 
restaurant and restroom for the 
birdwatchers visiting town 
The community of Graceham lies 
just west of the presidential retreat 
at Camp David situated in the 
foothills of the Catoctin Mountains 
During 
peak 
summer 
months, 
perhaps as many as 500 tourists may 
visit the area, but Graceham usually 
is left unnoticed for the rest of the 
year. 
Experts predict the birds will 
leave on normal migration patterns 
during the first or second warm 
spell. 
But 
area 
officials 
are 
concerned that they will devour 
seeds from spring crop plantings 
before that time, and say the birds’ 
dropping, three inches deep in some 
parts of the forest, create a possible 
hazard of a lung disease.

NEW YORK (U P I ) — Twenty-six NFL players, who 
have played out their option, including New York Jets 
lineman John Elliott, will be the target of the new 
World Football League when it conducts a draft of 
National Football League players today. 


The two-day draft includes 20 rounds of selections 
daily. The clubs apparently have decided upon their 
choices since all agreed to take just one minute to 
m ake their selections. 


The 12-team WFL also is anxious to negotiate with 
disenchanted NFL players who haven’t played out 
their options but 
are willing to sign “ future” 
contracts with the new league. Safetyman Richmond 
Flowers, running back Charley Evans and linebacker 
John Douglas of the New York Giants have committed 
themselves to that course. 


Many of the 480 NFL players who will be drafted 
have no intentions of ever leaving the senior circuit. 
The WFX, however, wants many of the nam e National 
Football League players assigned to a team in case 
they want to jum p leagues in the future. The move is 
designed to prevent several WFL team s from trying 
to sign the sam e player. 


Elliott’s contract with the Je ts officially expires 
May 1 and there are reports the big defensive tackle is 
ready to sign a $100,000 pact with the New York Stars. 


The Stars also hold the rights to Joe Namath, who 
has indicated he m ay play out his option next season. 


WASHINGTON (UPI) - The Pro Footbafl Players 
Association and NFL owners opened their new 
contract negotiations with the owners implying the 
players were acting like children and the players 
accusing the owners of bad faith. 
Their attitudes, 
aired here Saturday, pointed 
toward stormy talks and even raised the possibility of 
a strike that would disrupt the 1974 season. The two 
sides meet again March 26, only five days before a 
threatened cut-off in player insurance premiums now 
paid by the league.

In the economic area, the players want minimum 
annual salaries boosted from $12,000 to $20,000 and 
pre-season pay set at a flat $2,000. They want their 
Super Bowl cut increased from $15,000 to $25,000 and a 
$5,000 payment to help retiring players adjust to non­ 
football careers.

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Legalized Gambling 


Heads they win, tales you lose

NEW YORK - (NEA) - 
When Fred Marshall won 
$200,000 in the Michigan state 
lottery last year the first 
thing he did w as buy a 
C adillac automobile equip­ 
ped with a color television. 
The other day. as he was 
w a tc h in g the TV in his 
garage, his Cadillac turned 
on to k e e p him w a rm . 
Marshall died of asphyxia­ 
tion. For him. says a neigh­ 
bor. "playing the lottery was 
not a good thing " 
T h e l a t t e r o p in io n , a 
macabre obituary for Fred 
Marshall, is being heard with 
increasing regularity in those 
parts of the nation where 
legalized'gambling is grab­ 
bing hold. A lottery winner in 
M aryland recently had to 
m o v e to a n o t h e r s t a t e 
because of pestering beggars. 
Proponents of casino building 
in New Jersey have been told 
to pass increased welfare ap ­ 
pro p r i a t i o n s a l o n g wi t h 
roulette legislation “because 
a lot of people are going to go 
broke. 
The most vociferous back­ 
lash to legalized gambling 
has been in New York where 
critics are charging that the 
state lottery and the Off 
Track Betting (OTB) systems 
are potential home breakers 
and life-wreckers. Ostensibly 
established to discourage il­ 
legal gambling in the state, 
opponents say the evidence is 
that lottery and OTB are in 
fact encouraging gambling of 
any kind - legal and illegal 
— “and a great social prob­ 
lem is developing." 
Without doubt, gambling is 
bigger than ever in New 
York. OTB has been so suc­ 
cessful that New York City’s 


120 betting shops are han 
dling an av erage of $2.5 
million in w agers a day. 
A m o n g t h e c u s t o m e r s , 
h o w e v e r , a r e t h e p s y ­ 
chologically sick, people who 
wager their welfare money, 
and chi l dr e n looking for 
kicks. 
The kids involved are the 
most shocking adverse result 
of OTB. State employes say 
that children as young as 14 
and 15 have placed bets. One 
young man, confessing to a 
local newspaper, says he won 
$90 on one of his first bets and 
then became so infatuated 
with the calling he began 
placing 30 or more bets a 
week. 
Ot her kids, even m ore 
tragic, a re recognized by 
OTB employes as stoopers ”, 
a pathetic group that prowls 
the floors of OTB parlors, 
bent over, searching for win­ 
ning tickets that may have 
been discarded. One such 
stooper discovered was 10 
years old. 
Regardless of age. critical 
concern is for those bettors 
w ho m ay be be i ng e n ­ 
couraged by the state to 
b e c o m e 
c o m p u l s i v e 
gamblers. New York officials 
deny such encouragem ent, 
but in fact lottery and OTB 
advertising are extensive 
and compel l i ng. Lot t er y 
prospects are wooed by the 
change of instant riches — “ It 
has to happen to somebody — 
why not you! 
As for OTB it 
asks citizens too skinny for 
the N.Y. Jets and too slow for 
the N.Y. Mets, to get with it 
and belong to the N.Y. Bets. 
Critics charge that such 
advertising fosters "the lie of 
rainbow chasing" within the 
p o p u l a t i o n . 
M o n s i g n o r 
Joseph Dunn, who is organiz­ 


ing a national group called 
the Council on Compulsive 
Ga mb l i n g , sa y s t hat the 
Madison Avenue treatment 
appl i ed to g a mb l i n g e n ­ 
courages a “false philosophy 
of life. ’ Further, “it plays on 
the miseries and the inade­ 
quacies of some people." The 
states which operate liquor 
stores don't advertise them, 
savs Msgr. Dunn, why then do 
they advertise their lotteries 
and $2 w indows’ 
Angered, he adds: “What it 
does is provide a rationale 
for throwing money away. In 
many cases, these people 
haven't much money to throw 
away In some cases the peo­ 
ple throw it away even when 
they don’t have it. 
The latter wagerers, says 
Dunn, are often hooked on 
compulsive gambling. Like 
drug addicts or alcoholics 
they become so entangled in 
their lust they cannot escape. 
Dunn says there may be 10 
million compulsive gamblers 
in America - more since 
l e g a l i z e d g a m b l i n g h a s 
spread — and perhaps 40 
m i l l i o n 
r e l a t i v e s a r e 
affected As all addicts, their 
plight is desperate; a New 
York Times writer recently 
told of a compulsive who rob­ 
bed grav es for gambl i ng 
money — he dug up. washed 
off and sold used coffins. 
The precise habits and 
m otivations of com pulsive 
g am blers are not known. 
Though possibly an older 
phenomenon than either the 
alcoholic or the addict, the 
compulsive is less visible, not 
usually so bedraggled, thus 
less sympathetic. Until re­ 
c e nt l y , 
onl y 
t he 
g r o u p 
G am blers Anonymous was 
permanently into the subject. 
Yet' one studv, that of a 


V A 
h o s p i t a l p h y s i c i a n . 
Robert Custer, indicates that 
com pulsive gambl i ng is a 
psychological disease which 
usually sets its roots quite 
early in life and is often pre­ 
cipitated by an individual's 
desire “to be somebody. 


D r. C u s t e r 
b e l i e v e s , 
therefore, that the attractive 
advertising cam p aig n s of 
legalized gambling may be 
w orrisom e. If a youngster 
thinks gambling is cool, he 
may be in trouble. And in­ 
deed many states (eight have 
lotteries) propagandize such 
gambling as cool. 


Not unexpectedly, invoved 
s t a t e officials deny that 
legalized gam bling is e n ­ 
couraging compulsive gam ­ 
bling. A spokeswoman for the 
M i c h i g a n L o t t e r y s a y s 
“there’s no talk at ail about 
that here." An OTB official in 
New York admits a suscepti­ 
ble few may be injured by 
legal gambling — "But we 
don't stop licensing drivers 
because there are highway 
fatalities, do we?" The fair 
argument is that people will 
gamble with or without state 
permission. 


Still, even the proponents 
are saying the time has come 
to take a close look at the im­ 
p a c t of legal g a mbl i ng. 
Because nobody knows what 
the impact is. Legal gam ­ 
bling is growing almost w ith­ 
out meaningful opposition — 
even churches are mum, 
because of their own bingo 
nights - and the public 
should at least know the con­ 
sequences. As one compulsive 
puts it: “If people wanna bet, 
let em. But they gotta realize 
you don’t win all the time."

approved by our Board of Supervisors 
were legitimate and not as a result of 
politics, a profession already suffering 
under quite a burden of suspicion and lack 
of trust. 


Washington calling by Marquis Childs 
Collision course 


WASHINGTON - The irresistible 
force at this reading is certain to 
meet the immovable object. 
John Doar, coun­ 
sel for the House 
Judiciary 
Committee, 
asked 
the White House for 
the 
privilege 
of 
examining 
White 
House files to deter­ 
m ine 
the 
wide 
v a r i e t y 
of 
do cu m en ts 
and 
tapes essential for 
the 
impeachment 
inquiry. Responding 
to 
D o a r 
th e 
Presidents 
Coun­ 
sel, James D. St. 
Clair, said this was 
impossible. 
Attached to Doar’s letter was an 
annex making 69 specific requests. 
A number of these requests are 
generally 
phrased 
covering 
conversations 
between 
“ one 
presidential assistant and another 
presidential 
assistant" 
at 
an 
approximate date. In his letter Doar 
had said: 
“If we could work out a way 
whereby members of the inquiry 
staff may examine these files for 
the purpose of selecting materials 
which, in our opinion, are necessary 
for the investigation, I believe that 
the inquiry would be expedited.” 
Stating the President’s judgment 
that this “would completely destroy 
the 
presidency 
as 
an 
equal 
coordinate branch of government,” 
St. Clair went on to say. 
“Since there is really no effective 
index 
of 
all 
the 
presidential 
documents 
and 
materials, 
this 
request, as it appears to me, means 
that you contemplate access by staff 
members to hundreds of thousands 
of documents and thousands of 
hours of recorded conversations 
covering 
the widest variety of 
subjects. To produce and review this 
material would obviously take many 
months.” 
Those anxious to avoid a head-on 
collision 
are 
proposing 
a 
compromise. Why not, they say, 
name an intermediary who could 
review the documents and the tapes 
to pass on what is relevant to the 
inquiry? 
Chairman Peter W. Rodino Jr. of 
the Judiciary Committee rules this 
out. It would dilute the authority of 
the House of Representatives which 
under the constitution has the sole 
right to conduct an impeachment 
proceeding. 
The concept of an intermediary 
harks back to the President’s initial 
proposal to make Sen. John Stennis 
of Mississippi a go-between. Stennis 
is reported to have objected to 
certain conditions laid down by the 
White House. 
This is the scenario. The White 
House denies the committee the 


right to examine the files and get 
material 
considered 
relevant. 
Whereupon the committee issues a 
subpoena requiring the President to 
provide the documents and tapes 
specified in the annex to Doar’s 
letter and and any others considered 
essential. 


St. Clair speaking for his client, 
the President, rejects the subpoena. 
Here is the crunch. In Rodino’s view 
that could bring a vote in the House 
finding the President in contempt. 
This 
would 
in 
itself 
be 
an 
impeachable offense. 


A head-on collision could certainly 
expedite the impeachment process. 
It would pass over the lengthy 
examination of the documents and 
tapes now being fed out by the White 
House little by little like crumbs to a 
flock of pigeons. 


With rejection of the subpoena as 
the base of the impeachment charge 
there would be no reason why other 
matters such as the President’s 
income tax, which can surely be 
documented, should not be brought 
in to supplement the fundamental 
charge. 


Certain of the President’s friends 
on Capitol Hill have worked to avoid 
a collision. Sen. Hugh Scott, the

minority 
leader, 
has 
for 
one 
maximized his loyalty. 
He took a drubbing for insisting on 
the wrong attribution by John W. 
Dean III on the crucial tape with the 
language “ it would be wrong” as 
related 
to 
hush 
money 
and 
clemency. The date, as Scott said, 
was March 21 rather than March 13 
and that has now been established. 
It was Scott who said that if it was 
his responsibility he would back a 
truck up to the White House, load in 
everything and take it down to the 
committee. 
Scott was also the 
victim of the claim to having known 
of tapes that if only they were made 
public 
would 
exonerate 
the 
President. They were not made 
public. 
Pressed at one point about the 
duration 
of 
the 
impeachment 
inquiry, Rodino gave a terminal 
date of April 30 now only six weeks 
off. The chairman is frank to say 
that that was an arbitrary date and 
the chance of meeting it seems 
remote today. 
If those 69 specific requests should 
be complied with, not to mention the 
large amount of additional material, 
the inquiry would hardly end until 
well into the summer.

This time got a 
recorded announcement that “due 
to the energy crisis all lines are tied 
up.” 
More dialing and waiting. Finally 
reached a nice lady who said she 
would refer the request for a 
timetable to “special service.” 
The elapsed time of all this

was three hours,

minutes. In one more hour, the 
would-be traveler could have been 
on the West Coast by plane from 
Cleveland. 
And that’s only the beginning, he 
says. First he’s got to get to Chicago 
before he can even find a train. 
Amtrak doesn’t service Cleveland. 

First he’s 
got to get the timetable, courtesy of 
the U.S. Postal Service.

Police in Australia, one account 
went, thought they’d nabbed one 
when they busted a naked man in the 
bush who’d only been swarmed by 
bees. The first case on an inverted 
streak was reported when a lone 
man was spotted sprinting across 
the grounds of a nudist colony, fully 
clothed.

Flight 
and surprise were now thought 
unimportant or faked. People stood 
around in hallways waiting to be 
astounded by the unveiling. Want to

Only a few purists cling on, as 
evidenced by that moment Thursday 
when a lone runner knackered by, 
splitting the hush of a Westmont 
College chapel. 
It’s fascinating to compare the 
reaction 
of 
some 
school 
administrators to streaking with 
their mood of a few years ago, when 
ROTC buildings smoldered, heroin 
was on sale in the john and campus 
life was punctuated by national 
guard bayonets. At many schools 
they display the same deadpan now 
as then. 
And school officials are doing 
their best to prolong the fad, too. 
They’re chasing streakers across 
lawns, delving into legal action, 
setting up penalties.
